In some cases women were stricken

circles today 
. 
While officials admitted that the 


situation was ft threatening one, they 
were not without hope that the rup- 
ture would not lead to a 
physical 


clash. 
Once before, Villa renounc^ 


ed Carranz^'s authority, they said, 
and delegates of the two chiefs met 
at Torreon where Villa again rec- 
ognized Carranza as first chief. That 
efforts would be made to adjust the 
differences of the two leaders peace- 
fully was generally expected but just 
how far the United States govern- 
ment would lend its influence to the 
movement was not known. 


That the 
American government 


will frown on 
a 
continuance of 


bloodshed in Mexico, is known 
to 


both Villa and Carranza. 
in 
the 


strongest 
possible language Paul 


Fuller, personal representative of 
President Wilson, who has just re- 
turned from Mexico, told both Car- 
ranza and Villa that 
the 
United 


States would insist on the mainten- 
ance of peace at its doors. 


It would not be surprising if Pres- 


ident Wilson ordered the evacuation 
of Vera Cruz to be delayed indefin- 
itely. Such an order, it is thought 
in some quarters, might have a sob- 
ering effect on both Villa and Car- 
ranza as evidencing (he intention of 
the Washington government to main- 
tain its forces on Mexican soil until 
a stable government is established. 


President Wilson yielded to 
the 


appeals of both Villa and Carranza 
toward the American troops, only be- 
cause they assured him that they 
•were working harmoniously to es- 
tablish a strong central government. 


Although the latest quarrel 
be- 


tween Villa and Carranza is attrib- 
uted by Carranza to Villa's detention 
of Obregon and failure to 
explain 


that act, well informed officials be- 
lieve the rupture was the culmina- 
tion of weeks of political maneuver- 
ing on the part of both Villa and 
Carranza, in which each endeavor- 
ed _to control the national conven- 
tion called for October 1, to desig- 
nate a provisional ^president. Car- 
ranza retained his title as first chief, 
declining to assume the character of 
Provisional President as that would 
have made him ineligible to run lor 
the presidency under the constitution 
Villa contends that the system of 
representation for the convention is 
not the same as agreed to at the 
Torreon conference, when the first 
troubles between Carranza and Villa 
were adjusted. 
There it was 
de- 


clared that for every thousand sol- 
diers, one delegate should be sent to 
the convention. 
No governors of 


states or lesser military chiefs were 
to attend. 
Carranza 
nevertheless, 


has invited not only the governors 
but practically all the generals. Vil- 
la, according to official reports, saw 
his opportunity to dominate the con- 
vention vanishing and broke 
with 
Carranza forthwith. 


What is perplexing officials here 
is the variety of reports from their 
agents as to Carranza's attitude.
